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Witness Says Beard Painted on a Photo Enabled 
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NEW ORLEANS, March 15— 
An insurance sdl§sman testified 
today that he had been unable 
to link Lee Harvey Oswald and 
two New Orleans men in an al- 
leged Kennedy assassination 
plot imtil investigators spent 
six hours painting whiskers on 
Oswald’s photographs. 

The witness. Perry Raymond 
Russcl 25 years tUfl, Wld of fne 
iVdlilfer painting session in a 
day during which his testimony 
in a court hearing conflicted 
sharply with the Warren Com- 
mission’s findings. 

"We tried beard after beard 
after beard,’’ he said. 

This was done, he added, to 
see if Oswald’s photographs 
could be made to look like an 
alleged conspirator named ’’Leon 
Oswald,” who Mr. Russo con- 
tends plott^ in September, 1963, 
with David W. Ferrle and Clay 
L. Shaw to kill President Ken- 
nedy. 

He said that at the time of 
the alleged conspiracy the man 
he knew as Leon Oswald was 
wearingja few days* growth of 
beard. 

Mr. Russo also testified that 
he received treatment from a i 
psychiatrist over an 18-month 
period ending in late 1960 and 
had talked with a psychiatrist 
as recently as January of this 
year, but not on a professional 
basis. He did not say why he 
had sought psychiatric treat- 
ment. 

Mr. Russo’s testimony was 
given before a three-judge panel, 
headed by Judge Bernard Jj. 
Bagert, which must decide 
decide whether District Attor- * 
ney Jim Garrison has enoug^h 
evidence against Mr. Shaw to 
bind him over for trial. 

Chief Witness 

Mr. Shaw was arrested here 
on March 1 by Mr. Garrison, 
who says he has ‘’solved” the 
Kennedy assassination. Mr. 
Shaw, who /was released on 
810,000 bond, has denied any 
knowledge of any conspiracy. 

This week Mr. Garrison re- 
vealed Mr. Russo as his chief 
witness against Mr. Shaw, Yes- 
terday. on the first day of the 
hearing. Mr. Russo gave direct 
testimony on his allegations 
about a plot. Today he was 
n-osa-examined, and will be to- 
morrow. ^ 

Meanwhile, today, a close 
friend of Mr. Russo said in 
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Baton Rouge that the witness 
had remembered the story of 
the alleged conspiracy after Mr. 
Garrison’s investigators had 
placed him under h^J^osis. 

"This old doctor placed Perry 
under hypnosis,” Steve Der by, 
a 20-year-old studfflncn^o^lis- 
iana State University in Baton 
Rouge, said. 

‘"ITie District Attorney asked 
him questions. And the more 
questions he asked, the more 
the story came back to Perry.” 

Interested In Hypnosis / 

In a tape-recorded interview 
with station WBRZ-TV in 
Baton Rouge on Feb. 24, Mr. 
Russo expressed an interest in 
hypnosis and said he practiced 
hypnosis himself. i. 

“He [Ferrie] could play the 
piano,” Mr. Russo said in the 
interview. “He had extensive 
knowledge of medicine, of psy- 
chology, and to me he was a 
pretty good hypnotist from 
what I had seen, ’cause I do 
the same type thing.** 

In his testimony today Mr. 
Russo said that Oswald shared 
an apartment with Mr. Ferrie 
in September, 1963, and that 
Oswald was in New Orleans as 
late as October of that year. 

This conflicted with the War- 
ren Report, which concluded 
that Oswald moved from New 
Orleans no later than Sept. 25. 
1963. 



Findings on Couple 

The commission also found 
that Oswald was living with his 
wife, Marina, in New Orleans 
from May 11, 1963, until 

Sept 23, 1963. 

The Commission held that 
Oswald killed President Ken- 
nedy alone and unaided, with- 
out being a part of any con- 
spiracy.

former airline pilot who was 
found dead in bed here last 
Feb. 22, Government officials 
have said the Investigation 
showed that neither was in- 
volved in an assassination plot. 

The defen.se questioned Mr. 
Russo at length today as to why 
he waited more than three years 
before telling anyone of what 
he said was a conspiracy to 
assassinate President Kennedy. 

“At that time [the time of 
the assassination] ,” he said, 
“everybody on TV said Oswald 
was the only man who did it. 
And I said [to himself] it’s O.K 
with me.” 

Later,’ he said, he read that 
the Warren Commission had 
been appointed to Investigate 
the assassination and assumed 
that the investigation “was in 
professional hands” and that 
there was no need for him to 
tell his story. Still later, he 
said, he became Involved in his 
studies at Loyola University 
here and dismissed the conspir- 
acy from his mind. 

The defense asked what made 
Mr. Russo feel that his knowl- 
edge of the alleged “plot” might 
not be valuable ? 

"Because,** Mr: Russo said, 
“everybody else except Mr. Gar- 
rison had said that Oswald act- 
ed alone. , ^ y 

“I have never pushed myself, 
on anybody. Prom what I read 
on the Warren Report, every 
nut had Something to say.” 




Asked If he did not think his 
testimony would have been 
valuable to the Warren Com- 
mission, Mr. Russo replied, "No, 
I never did think about.** 

The Warren Commission, he 
went on, 'Vas supposed to be 
people who knew what they 
were doing, and I let them In- 
vestigate it. I had other things 
that were on my mind at the 
time,'* he said. 

When Mr. Russo said he last 
saw Oswald in late September 
or early October of 1963, the 
defense challenged him on the 
ground that the Warren Com- 
mission had concluded Oswald 
had left New Orleans by Sept 
25. 

Mr. Garr.*r»on‘s staff objected. 
They said tlie time of O.swald's 
departure was not definitely 
proved "in this court." 

The defense at this point tried 
to introduce the commission’s 
report. 

"You’re not seriou.s, are 



you?" Judge Bagert said. "Mo- 
tion denied." 

The defense declared Louisi- 
ana law required that docu- 
ments by the United States 
Government be admitted into 
state court hearings. 

"I tell you, you’re wrong," 
Judge Bagert said. "Motion de- 
nied." 

The court sustained the 
state’s objection. 

When the debate had ended, 
the defense asked Mr. Russo if 
he still believed Oswald might 
have been in New Orleans in 
early October. 

"I say in October, yes, Sir," 
Mr. Russo replied. 

Although Mr. Russo did not 
go into it at the hearing, news- 1 
paper reporters and television 
men in Baton Rouge .said he 
sought them out last Feb. 24 
and told them he had known 
Mr. Ferric to be "obsessed with 
Kennedy.’* 

Asked if he had told law en- 
forcement officers, the news- 



men added, Mr. Russo replied 
on Feb. 24 that he had mailed 
Mr. Garrison a letter on Feb. 
22 or 23 but had not yet heard 
from him. 

The sound track of one of the 
tape-recorded interviews was 
played in the courtroom today. 
In the Interview, conducted by 
a Baton Rouge representative 
of station WDSU in New 
Orleans, Mr. Russo said Mr. 
Ferric had talked "In a joking 
way" of how easy it would be 
to kill the President 

When the defense demanded 
to know why he had since 
changed his story, Mr. Rus.so 
replied that there was no con- 
flict between the television in- 
terview and his testimony in 
: court. 

In using the word "joking,** 
he said, he had been referring to 
conv/ersations In the summer of 
1963. But, he said, in telling the 
court Mr. Ferrie and others had 
•’conspired" to kill the Presi- 
dent, he was talking about a 



meeting in September of that 
year. 

"I don’t claim to this minute 
that there was anything serious 
in the summer months," he 
testified, "but In September it 
was a different story alto- 
gether." 

Before the WDSU sound 
track was played in _court, Mr. 
Russo testified under question- 
ing by the defei^e- that he had 
never seen anyone practicing 
"jungle warfaie’* near a House 
in which Mr. Ferrie. once lived 
in suburban New Orleans. 

Questioned on Identification 

However, the WDSU sound 
track indicated . Mr. Russo had 
told WDSU that "Ferrie had a 
group of boys practicing jungle 
warfare" in hi.s neighborhood. 

After the sound track Was 
played, Mr. Russo was asked by 
the defen.se if he thought it was 
an accurate reproducUon of His 
interview. He said it seemed to 
be. 

In the Interviews with tele- t 



vision and newspaper reporters 
on Feb. 24, Mr. Russo also said 
he had never heard of Lee Har- 
vey Oswald prior to the assassi- 
nation on Nov. 22, 1963. 

When Mr. Shaw’s attorneys 
questioned him about this today, 
he said he did not positively 
connect Oswald with "Leon Os- 
wald" until Mr. Garrison’s in- 
vestigators spent six hours 
painting whiskers on photo- 
graphs. 

The photographs, Mr. Russo 
said, were altered "10 or 15 
times" before he made the final 
identification. 

During testimony yesterday, 
Mr. Russo looked at a clean- 
.shaven photograph of Lee Har- 
vey Oswald and Identified him 
as "Leon Oswald." 

Under cross-examination to- 
day, he said he must have seen 
photographs of Oswald at least 
100 times since the assassina- 
tion. 

A large part of the defense 
;ross-examination was directed 



at what Mr. Ru^ said was a 
"party" that immediately pre- 
ceded the alleged conspiratorial 
meeting. 

Mr. Russo testified yesterday 
that one night in September of 
1963 he /visited Mr. Fenie’s
